southwest corner of Edward and William 
streets, in this city, stands the residence 
of ox-Oov.

It ia a quaint but 
yet nuissive frame building, erected by the 
general in 1875, and attracts the attention 
both on account of its proportions and 
the simnlicin of its design. The main 
part is nearly 00 feet square, two stories 
high, with n'deep truss roof, painted red, 
running nearly to a point at the center, 
upon the apex of which stands a tall flag- 
stall'. Upon the north, south, and east 
fronts are gables with projecting cornices, 
sufficiently heavy and ornamental to pre- 
serve the harmony of the design. On *'ie 
east, or Edward street, front a wide ve- 
iMida runs tlie entire length of the Inulu- 
ing, whili; upon the north side two mas- 
sive liciy-iuudmvs run from the ground to 
the cnve-i. In tlio rear ia a long wing, 
two Ht«rii-n hiu'li, "l'"!1 tlje south side of 
which is !i veranda its entire length. A 
henvv baj-Tundow also ornaments the 
Hnutli exposure of the main building. 
The structure is painted a deep and rath- 
er forbidding brown, the trimmings being 
ashaile./r tuo duiker than the bodj of 
the house, but the contrast is so slight as 
htmlktobe observable. In the lear of 
the h'jiise is a large brick stable fronting 
upon William street.

that he then unlawfully but without 
malice in fact, in the district of Co- 
lumbia, shot and thereby injured the 
president, of which shooting aud iu- 
jnrv the person so injured subse- 
quently died in the state of New 
Jersey, and within the United States. 
then 'the prisoner is guilty of the 
crime of manslaughter and the jury 
should so find.'1 This is looked upon 
as a last resort. 
The defense claim 


that as the shooting occurred in tlie 
District of Columbia and the death 
in New Jersey the crime is man- 
slaughter. a1- defined in section tV241 
of the United States laws at large. 
This section reads as follows: "Every 
person who, within any places or 
upon any waters described in section 
5,33'A unlawfully and wilfully strikes, 
wounds, stabs, shoots at or otherwise 
injures another, of which striking, 
stabbing, wounding or other injuries, 
such other person dies, either on land 
or sea, within or without tlif> United 
States, is guilty of the crime of man- 
slaughter." 


As an absence of malice must bo 


shown to remove Guiteau's crime 
from the murder class, it is not be- 
lieved Judge Cux can rule favorably 
upon this prayer.
